Sub:— Import of "Dates” [S. No. 21(b)/IV] from Iraq during October 
1967— September, 1968, licensing period on annual basis. 

No- 143-ITC(PN)/67 —It has been decided to grant licences on a quota of 15 
per cent for import of “Dates” from Iraq to the established Importers, having 
past import of “Dates’ from that country by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc., 
■within the prescribed basic years on annual basis, This is. an interim policy, 
and the normal policy for the whole period will be announced subsequently. 

2. The basic period for all established importers of “Dates" from Iraq 
has been extended; and with effect from the licensing period October, 1967— 
September, 1968, the basic period will be from 1961-62 to 1965-66- Established 
importers, having past imports of “Dates” from Iraq by Sailing vessels/Steamers 
etc. within the previous basic period (i.e. 1956-57 to 1961-02 will be entitled to 
apply for licences under this policy on the basis of their accepted past imports, 
if they so desire. 

3, The established importers may submit their applications to the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay/Calcutta/Madras/Central Licensing 
Area, New Delhi/Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Ernakulam, (ac¬ 
cording to the jurisdiction under which they fall), on or before the 28th October, 
1967, They should submit the necessary documentary evidence in respect of past 
Imports of the said item from Iraq within the prescribed basic years- All In¬ 
complete applications are liable to be rejected 
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4. The licences will be valid upto the 31st January, 1063, from the date of 
issue, and will be subject to the condition that import will be effected by Sail¬ 
ing vessels only upto the full face value of the licences. This is without pre¬ 
judice to the policy of transportation of 60 per cent of the dates by Sailing 
vessels and 40 per cent by Steamers and the necessary adjustment will be made 
when the policy is announced for the whole year. 

5. No further extension in the validity period of the licences will be allowed. 

6. It may also be noted that for grant of minimum value of licences, the pro¬ 
vision contained irr paragraph 45 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1967, will apply and tne total entitlement for the whole 
year will be as indicated therein.
